House unanimously and is assured easy passage 
In the Senate, is a new departure in wartime legis- 
lation and policies. Waiving all questions as to 
wfeether or not it will prove financially successful 
to the government, that is, practically self-support- 
ing, the proposed system certainly has advantages 
over the pension system.

If, after an appeal has been taken to 


the president on an industrial or agricul- 
tural claim, the drafted man wishes to 
submit new evidence he may appeal to 
the district .board to reopen the case, 
General Crowder ruled. 


Should the district board adhere to its 


original decision upon rehearing the new 
evidence will be forwarded to the presi- 
dent for his reconsideration.
